WASHINGTON, December 1.—The Guiteau

President, and Guiteau finally shrieked ouc, 
‘‘to remove all this loose talk I want you tc 
know that I would have removed the Presi 
dent at any time between tne middle of June 
nod the 2d of July if l had found an opportu- 
nity. I would bave done it for the good of the 
Amertcan . 

Guiteau Las permitted to indulge his passion 


tor talking upon the pending political 
situation at the time of the shoot- 
ing until speaking of the Presi- 


dent’s ingratftudet to Grant and Conkling. 
He was led by Judge Porter to admit that in- 
yratitude was the basest of crimes, 

Judge Porter: Stop there. What would you 
have tbought of your act in killing the Prest- 
dent had he given you the Paris consulship 
inatead of baving refused it? 

Guiteau had previousiy said that Garfield was 
his (prisoner’s) warm personal and political 
friend; that no personal motives whatever 
were involvedin his act, and fearing evidently 
some trap was beiog set for him, he hesitated 
a moment and then, with grave emphasis, 
os] want to just lasten you 
solid right here. I would not have taken the 
Paris Consulship after the first of June if I had 
been appointed to it and the President and 
secretary Blaine had both beseeched me on 
their kuees totake it. I had at that time re 
solved to remove the President for the good of 
the American people.

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New Use of a Contrivance 
Twenty-five Years Ago. 
From the Cincinnati Gazette. 1 

About twenty-five years ago Mr. E. W. 
Vanduzen, of Cincinnati, with the intention 
of increasing the draft of a small locomotive 
engine, introduced a blower!“ into the fur- 
nace, by connecting a piece of ordin- 
gas-pipe with the dome and

. it around inside the furnace. This 


vice answered the purpose for which it 
. and besides acting as a blower, 
it was noticed that it in a great measure de- 
creased the amount of smoke, 

When the matter of smoke consumption 
was agitated in thiscity over a year ago, Mr. 
Varduzen remembered the contrivance which 
Le had attached to the locomotive engine 
twenty-five years ago, and began exp>ri- 
menting upon the principle therein contain: 


ed, with a view of applying it to any boller 


furnace. Three weeks ago be believed he had 
solved the question, and at once appiled his 
apparatus to the furnace in his bell and orase 
foundry, 102 and 104 East Second street. II 
does not claim forit perfection, but says he 
krows itis as perfect a smoke-consumer as 
anv ever invented. It has been in operation 
on his furnace about a week, with good re- 
sults. Thecontrivanceis very simple. As 
applied to his furnace it is as follows: 
Steam from the generator is introduced in- 
to a three-eighths inch iron pipe, whic’ is 
connected with a patent steam ejector. Tuere 
is also a two-inch air pipe connected with the 
same ejector. The steam pipe contains 4a 
valve above the ejector. When this is tucned 
the steam rushes into the ejector and is dis- 


charged into a beating chamber set in the 


furnace. This chamber is nothing but a two 
and a half inch iron pipe, which, connecting 
with the above named ejector, extends 
tbrough the wall of the furnace, and across 
its width just above the door. Itis proviaed 
with anumber of holes, two inches apart, 
extending its entire length. The force of the 
ejection of the steam creates a suction which 
drawsintbeair. The steam and air com- 
mingle in the heating chamber, and by the 
pressure of steam from tbe generator are 
forced through the holes into the furnace. 
Tbe holes are so bored that the steam is 
driven at an angle of 45 degrees down upon 
the red hot coals and under the flime. A 
similar contrivance at the rear of the furnace 
ucts exactly as the one above described, which 
is placed at the front, except that the com- 
mingled air and steam are driven upward at 
an angle of 45 degrees over the flame to the 
ont of the furnace, where the current is 
caught by the streams of air from the front 
heating chamber and forced back again 
under the flame. In tbis way there is kep up 
u errculation withia the furnace that keeps 
the smoke from passing off until it pisses off 
io heat. 

The combustion of the smoke is so perfect 
that none of that disagreeabie production of 
soft coal burning is visible, except when the 
Graft of the furnace is broken either by open- 
ing the furnace door to putin fuel, or by 
¢c:opping the door in the chimney. 

Mr. Vanduzen c'aims that his consumer can 
be rendered useful in the destruction of 
Loxious air and gases generated in foul cis- 
terns, ete. There is enough suction created 
by the steam ejector to draw foul airfrom a 
considerable distance, as water can be forced 
toabeight of about fifty feet by its use. 
The foul air onceintbe furnace, it is bound 
to be consumed. He says the consumer cin 
te attached to any boiler furnace, no matter 
What the principle of its coostructioa, on 
either one side or the other, and at an expense 
of only $75 or $100. I's application does not 
„ quire any alteration in the furnaces, nor the

Jim Fisk’s New York Onera-House. 
»Gath' in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Jay Gould has bought the Grand Opera- 
house from President Jewett, of the Evie Riil- 
road. The price paidis said to have been 
900,000, Which I doubt. Thisis the princi- 
pal Cincinnati monument in New 
ork. Mr. Pike built it on 
the profits of whisky, but was a _ few 
years too early. It is now atthe corner of 
one of the greatest concourses in New York, 
and large stores for the middle and poorer 
classes have been built aroundit. Thereisa 
row of neat brick houses in the rear, also be- 
longing to the Erie Company, in which 
Messrs. Waite and Barber, assistantsſto Pres- 
ident {Jewett, both married men, live. Mr. 
Waite is the son of the Chief Justice. In the 
same row, Fisk and Mansfield long disport- 
ed; and Judge Barnard often made his bed 
there after the Opera-house performance.

PROFESSIONAL BLACKMAILERS, 


A Reminder of the Slaves of Paris“ 
—Troubled Detroiters. 
Detroit Special to Cincinnat! Commercial. 


It is doubtful if there is another city in the 
United States where blackmailers exhibit 
more audacity inthe pursuit of their despic- 
able calling than right herein Detroit. It is 
not at all to the credit of the bar uf this city, 
either, when some wanton woman wishes to 
institute proceedings against her would-be 
victim who has refused to accede to her 
rapacious demands, that there is no trouble 
in finding a lawyer to do tbe legal part of the 
dirty work. Two cases which have just found 
their way into the courts here fully illustrate 
the mani er in which prominent business men 
and well known citizens, whose lives have 
bitherto been above reproach, are held up to 
public scandal. 

The first of these cases is the suit begun in 
the Superior Court by a young woman call- 
ing herself Christina Sternberg, against a 
prominent citizen of Detroit, claiming dama- 
ges in the sum of $10,000, In her bill of com- 
plaint the woman alleges that the defendant, 
in whose family she was employed, came into 
tbe kitchen one morning, and found her alone 
and engaged in baking biscuit.

A look into the past history of the woman 


reveals the fact that she was formerly a vari- 


ety actress, and abovia month ago attempt- 
cd to obtain employment inthe famiiy of a 
wealthy citizen. There being no vacancy in 
that household she was told to abply to the 
home of the defendant, where a kitchen maid 
was wanted, and where she secured a Stua— 
tion by representing that she had been sent 
there by a member of the family first alluded 
to. Sbe was found to be incompetent and dis- 
missed on that account. 

The defendant is a man upwards of seventy 
vears of age, possessed cf a large fortune, a 
vesutiful home and the fither of a large 
family. For nearly half a century he has 
been identified with tbe commercial interests 
of Detroit, and by his energy and activity. has 
contributed in bu small degree to the devel- 
opment and prosperity of this city aud State. 
During the ftiftv vears of bis resi- 
dence here no one bas ever whispered a sus- 
picion that his private life had ever been 
marked by an improper act. Thus is a man 
placed in the scale of public opinion by a wo- 
man known to be an adventuress: a reputa- 
tion of fifty vears’ standing smirched by the 
one act of a scheming variety actress, said to 
be but a puppet controlled by a coterie of pro- 
fessional blackmailers. 

The other suit is brought against one of the 
members of a prominent business firm in this 
city. Brielly stated, he is charged with out- 
rszing the wife of a German, who offers to 
compromi:e the matter for tbe modest sum 
of $5,000, The business man denounced the 
German as a blackmailer and allowed himself 
to be arrested for the alleged offense. His 
case came up to-day in the police court. and 
to avoid as much publicity as possible, the 
preliminary examination was waived and tha 
defendant held for trial.

The last mail from West Africa brings us a 
horrible story of Ashantee cruelty, which, 
however, awaits confirmation. The present 
sovereign of thai country is the brother ot 
King Koffee Kalkalli, with whom in former 
days we had some unpleasant words and 
Sir Garnet Wolseley some hard blows. But 
until) his Majesty, only a few months ago, be- 
gan to develop his family tendency to 
raid on the Fanti territories, and even to 
threaten Cape Coast Castle, so little had the 
offairs of Ashantee Eland troubled the outer 
world that it came almost as a surprise to 
learn that Koffee had been deposed, and that 


However, the astute monarch, when 
he beard of the reinforcements 
from Sierra Leone, bastened to 
at sure the British Governor that the Whole 
affair was a mistake, and that, so far from 
cver dreaming of molesting his good friends, 
the wbite men, he was encouraging the mis- 
sionaries in cvery way. In brief, he was quite 
a reformed character, and in proof thereof 
dispatched his golden axe to keep company 
in Windsor with his brother’s umbrella and 
the warclub of Tha Rombau, of Fiji. Never- 
theless, if the woman who has escaped from 
the Ashantee capital is not telling traveler’s 
tales, bis Msjesty's manners will decidedly 
bean improvement. Only recently—soruns the 
story—some “swish”? was required for the re- 
pair of one of the royal buildings in Coomas- 
sie. Now, the ‘‘swish’” used in ordinary 
houses is simply red earth worked up with 
water until it tbus acquires a certain degree 
of tenacity. But this vulgar mortar was not 
suflicient for the King’s purposes. Accor- 
dingly, he directed 200 young girls to be mur- 
dered in order that blood might be used to 
moisten the clay out of which.the palace walls 
were to be constructed. This ferocious man- 
date was duly executed, the only one of the 
Victims who escaped being the refugee who 
has carried tbe tale to Cape Coast Castle. 

For the sake of huinan nature one would 
fain believe this atrocious story to be an in- 
vention, though, unfortunately, it is so thor- 
oughly in keeping with what we know of 
Ashantee customs, and so much on a par 
with similar superstitions elsewhere, that we 
fear there is a large element of truth in it, 
even sbould it prove to be exaggerated in a 
few minor particulars. The Ashantees, like 
their neighbors, the Ffons, of Dahomey, revel 
in human blood. The King's Ochras, or buf- 
feons, ure slaughtered when he dies, and the 
“Iving’s stool,” on which is sprinkled a few 
drops of the blood of every person executed, 
when last seen was a horrible spectacte. The 
executioners are men of high rank. Tue most 
trifling offense is punished by decapitation, 
ar d so familiar is this scene to the residents 
in Coonassie that when the little son of one of 
the German missionaries—who were freed by 
King Koffee on the approach of our troops— 
wasapgry with anv one he would exclaim, 
‘Your bead will fall to-morrow!’ The town 
resembles a charnel house. The piles ofskulls 
and bones heaped up at intervals testify to 
the long continuance of these inhuman prac- 
tices, and even when the army of Sir Garnet 
Wolseley entered the place the putrefying 
bodies, still unburied, fiiled the air with a 
dreadful stench. n 

The story which the Ashantee vir] has 
brought from Coomassie is a terrible exim- 
ple ofjone of these fearful “‘survivals’’ which 
the ethnologist is daily unearthing. If the 
King mixes bis palace **swish” with the blood 
of 200 virgins, be is onlwa nineteenth century 
representative of the Awelve master masons 
who, when the walls of Copenhagen sank as 
fast as they were bait, vaulted into them an 
innocent girl at pla, and thus allayed the 
wrath of the Northern “nisser.“ The Bridge 
of Arta fell again and again until the work- 
men Walied in their master’s wife, and we are 
told that, in accordance with her dying curse, 
it tiembles to this very day. There is scarce- 
ly a church in Germany or Denmark to which 
eme such legend does not attach, and in 
Poly nesia temples are pointed out the foun- 
dations of which were imbeddel in humin 
bodies.

Africa 
is, indeed, never likely to be the Eldorado of 
traders, as for a time it was thought to be.

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FARM MANAGEMENT. 


Thoughts and Hints for the Farmer and 
the Housewife. 

Many farmers are heavy losers by their 
neglect to supply suitable means to provide 
water for their stock during the winter sea- 
con. Some fall into the habit of allowing 
their animals only one opportunity during 
each twenty-four hours te obtain a drink. 
On this occasion they are often driven a long 
distance to a stream or pond that ! covered 
in part by snow and ice. When this is the 
case apart of the animals are obliged to wait 
their turn, till they have become completely 
ebilled by the cold wiod and the snow abou: 
their feet. The smaller and more feeble ani- 
mals suffer most, because they are obliged to 
wait the longest time. They often become 
chilled to such an extent that they decline to 
drink, and are driven back to the barn to go 
without water for another twenty-four 
pours. Theirfood during this long period 
-opsists of dry hay, straw and corn fodder. 
Some farmers who have water in their feed- 
ng yards only pump it once a day and expect 
their cattle to obtain their supply at this 
time. The watering trough is generally lined 
with ice on the, inside, and the ground 
about it is covered with the 
same material’ Every animal that obtains a 
drink is subjected to a chilling process while 
it is endeavoring to quench its thirst. Cattle 
and horses of different ages tight to obtain 
the first places to drink, and the stronger obtain 
the mastery. The longer the water stands in 
the trough the colder it becomes by its con- 
tact with the ice, and the smaller is the 
amount diunk by tne animals that have 
waited the longest. The animals after drink— 
ing water that is ice-cold remain exposed to 
the wind and storm and often suffer very 
vreatly. Having but one opportunity to ob- 
tuin water during tbe day, they genera ly 
u ink more than is good for them. 

Animals of aii kinds should be allowed an 
opportunity to obtain water at least twice 
every day in winter. Ali animats, men in- 
cluded, desire less water id cold than in warm 
westber, but when the food 1s dry a considera- 
ble amount of water is required to moisten it 
andto supply the demands of the system for 
fluids. Ail persons know the injucious effects 
of drinking a large qiantty of water at a 
time. It is as injurivus te the inferior ani- 
ma:s as to man. Water obtained from any 
o ber source than asprivy will be necessarily 
quite cold in the wiater, but it need not be 
us cold as ice and snow will make it. The 
wutering-trough should be emptied after all 
the s ock have drunk, so that notice will form 
in it. Pains sbould also be taken to draw 
off the water in such a manner that it will not 
form ice on the ground Were the stock will 
standto drink. It is àtways desirable to 
have the watering: place 'ocited undercover, 
and thus protecteu from tbe winds andstorms. 
It 1s best to bave the space around it covered 
with plank tnat can bes clear ot ice and 
spow.

Ther are selliag tor amber 
prices here and abroad tbin cattle of «a» 
ber breed, and the opinion ts quite geneca! 
tut tbe animals that bring the highest prices 
abethe best. At present itis dithi - ust to de- 
'‘Imice whetber the high price prid for 
pol ed-Apngus eattle is due to the superior 
merit er tothe fect that ther are fashion bi- 
in breeding circles. Meo of lirge me une, whe 
breed cattle for pleasure, are fuad of obra 
bg something that is rare and which cannot 


be procured by every person who 
stock. That the polled-Augus cattle pos- 
sess great merit as beef producers cin not 
be questioned by the admirers of the 
Herefords and short-horns. They have 
taken too many prizes at the Smitnfield fat- 
stock show not to navea well-deserved re- 
putation. It is claimed for them, among 
other things, that they are very hardy, and 
consequently well adapted to the western 
plains, that their flesh is highly flavored, and 
that they furnish more dressed meat accord- 
ing to their live weight thad animals of aay 
other breed. If all these claims are Well 
substantiated it is time to consider the ad- 
visability of changing our breed of beef ca:- 
tle. Atiaching particular merit to the cir- 
cumstance of their having no horns appears 
to be mainly nensense. The amount of food 
required to produce a pair of zhorns is tri- 
fling, and there is nothing to show that the 
material that enters into the composition of 
the born would make fat or lean meat if an 
animal wore hornless. It isclaimed that more 
animals can be packed into a car if there 
are no horns to occupy space. This is true; 
and it is also true that quite enough are 
packed in cars at present. 


Household Recipes. 


JAM SAUCE.—This is an easy sauce to mike 
for puddings. Takea tablespoonful of risp- 
ber:y jam, two tablespoonfuls of water, half 
an ounce of powdered sugar, and halfa ter- 
spoonful of butter; putin water first, then 


when itis nearly boiling take it offand adda 


wineglassful af sherry or brandy, or instead 
of water you can use all red wine. 

SWEET PICKLE.— To six pounds of brown 
sugar put two gallons of the best vinegar, 
and spice to taste; boil all together for ten 
minutes, then set it to cool; fill the jar with 
the vegetables or fruits to be pickied and 
pour over the vinegar; when cool, if there 
should bea white scum on tbe top, boil the 
Vinegar again, and addalittic more sugar; 
when cold add it to the jar again; peaches can 
be pickled in this way. 

CROUSTADES WITH STEWED FRUIT.—Take 
a Frencb roll a day old, cut off tne crust, di- 
vide it into three equal portions; with a saarp 
knife cut out the middle of euch, so as to 
form a basket; the sides of the croustades 
should be about the third of an inch thick: 
bave a stewpan hulffull of fat, and which is 
hot enough to color the bread instantly, im- 
merse the crous‘ades in it, and in less than 
half a minute they will be done; it is best to 
fry one or two at a time; take them out of the 
fat with a wire spoon or a skimmer, and dry 
them on paper; now fill the croustades with 
stewed fruit of any kind, and serve imme- 
diately after filling. 

CHARLOTTE RUSSE.—Take half an ounce 
of gelatine aud put in only just enough warin 
water to cover it; while tais is slowly dis- 
solving take one pint of thick, sweet cream 
and whip it up toa stiff froth; beat well the 
white of one egg; after the gelatine is dis- 
soived boi) it for two or three winu'es, then 
sweeten and flavor it: when it is about us 
Warm as new milk, add the cream and egg 
and beat the mixture untilitis cold. If the 
sponge cake over which this is to be turned 
is baked on a large, round tin which is scal- 
loped around the edge, it adds much to the 
pretty effect of the dish. Put the cake while 
warm, ſo prevent its crumbling, into a round 
dish, allowing the scallops'to show on top; 
then pour the whipped cream over it. 


ALMONADE.—I have used this occasionally 
for patients suffering from slight ioflimma- 
tory diseases. Blaneh three ounces of s veet 
almonds and add two bitter almonds— not 
ounces, or you will make it bitter and decid- 
edly unwholesome. To blanch almonds al! 
vou have to do is to pour scalding water oa 
them, and then throw them into cold water, 
when the peel can be taken off; pound three 
almouds in a stone mortar, adding from time 
to time afew drops of rose-water; pat the 
almcends, pounded smootn, ina pintof clear 


spring Water; let them remain six hours 
stirring occasionally; then strain and 


sweeten with sugar, or, What is better, witn 
sugar candy. It is nota stimulant, vet siizht- 
ly noulishing, and pleasant to an ill per- 
son.

Trip to Europe. 


What He Saw in London, Paris and Ire- 
land—The Coming Sensa- 
tional Drama. 


Mr. James W. Morrissey, formerly with 
the Emma Abbott Opera Company, but at 
present business manager for Messrs.{Brooks 
K Dickson, the youngest, most enterpris- 

ing and most successful theatrical firm so far 
that the New World has produced, has re- 
i. rned tothe city aftera long and perilous 
absence during which he has braved the tem- 
pests of the deep and broad Atlantic, bearded 
the beastly British lion in his lair, sipped 
‘‘notheen” and taken a pull at the little black 
*“*dudheen” in the home of the Land Leaguer, 
and finally shaken a hoof inthe Jardin Ma- 
bille and made love to the lovely grisettes that 
abound in ard bound through La belle 
France. IIe is here ahead of The World,“ 
and among old-time friends who call him 
Jimmie and tell him he is the swellest and 
most wsthetic advance man that ever pulled 
a giit-edged card ora pad of passes on a 
peaceful and defenseless community. Jim- 
mie being here, it was of course the proper 
lum-tum caper to interview him. A POST- 
DISPATCH reported therefore found himself 
in the elevator of the Southern Hotel this 
morning, humming the melody and words: 


By the air that I breathe, , 
And by the heavens above me,“ 


an operatie souvenir of Honest 


Little Emma, on his way to Mr. 
Morrissey’s room. Jimmie was at home 
and several friends were with him—Jobn 
Slaughter, Charles Dorr, who had been to 
Europe with the distinguished manager, and 
Mr. Watsen. The reporter was welcomed in 
Mr. Morrissey’s usua! and unmistakable style. 
There were photographs in plenty on the 
mar tle,

in the way of an empty Apollinaris bottle on 
a small marble-top table, a profusion of poe- 
try and other recent literary achievements of 
the occupant of the room strewn about, and 
an air of music and oriental dreaminess, with 
a dash of altitudinous art in the 
surroundings that gave the place 
the flavor of a half -section of 
the realms of the utterly utter. In the 
midst of all this Mr. Morrissey sat like a 
Khedive who was presiding at a raffl for 
$500,000 worth of diamonds and a Thanksgiv- 
ing turkey: andif heonly could have hada 
—— on his head, sitting upon an em- 
broidered fez, fanning himself with an odal- 
isque and leaning against a narghileh while 
he smoked his ottoman, he might have looked 
still more oriental and poetical, aad the stern- 
ly commonplace pen of a Western writer 
would have been paralyzed in an attempt to 
express his gorgeousness. As it was, he pre- 
sented a charming picture in his light panta- 
loens and the pretty lapels of his coat with the 
inevitable floral decoration in the button-hole. 
He looked as sweet, soulful and agreeable as 
ever, and talked as usual, charmingly but 
with the swiftness of an eight-day clock that 
was tryiug to run itseif down in fifteen min- 
utes. He had kissed the Blarney stone while 
in Ireland, he said. It willnow bein order 
to hear of a wonderful improvement inthe 
powers and efficacy of this stone. When the 
auspicious moment arrived for opening the 
interview the reporter asked: 

„Mr. Morrissey, how did you come to leave 
Miss Abbott.“ 

„My dear boy“ he answered,“ I said, Good- 
bye sweetheart good-bye,’ to honest little 
Emma in Pittsburg last May. I 
had any number of good offers, 
but I went with Brooks & Dickson. About 
the first of June I went to Europe, not on 
business, you know, but just to cultivate 
myself in the dramatic art, to have a little 
recreation, and at the same time to see the 
drama and the musica! art where they are at 

erfection. You know how to put it, you 

now—recreation, cultivation and all thatsort 
of thing, you know.“

It was written by Harris, 
Pettitt and Merritt—two of them journalists 
and thethird a stage manager, The power 
fulsituations and the wonderful scenery with 
realistic and mechanical effects took the 
Londoners by storm. The play ran over 
300 nights. Samuel Colville, who was over 
there then, saw the value or this piece and 
bought the right to produce it in this conn- 
try. It was put On at Wallacks, New York, 
about the middle of last season and ran there 
for 100 rights th1ovgh the he.t of al. nzsum- 
mer. It was the Only success 
of the season, but it was a magnificent one. 
Messrs. Brooks & Dickson, when they saw the 
piece, — tr went to Colville and made 
arrangements with him to play The World” 
in all the large cities of the country. Uader 
this management it was produced for the 
first time outside of New York, in Chicago, 
where it had the hitherto unprecedented run 
of six weets. Then it went back to New 
York for four weeke, at Niblo’s, playing then 
to as high as $9,000 a week. After this it was 
played in Cincinnati, went to Chicago a sec- 
ond time, and then to New Orle ins, where the 
company is at present playing, it is reported 
to enormous business. The World“ will 
be produced forthe first time here at the 
Grand Opera- house on Sunday night. 
BROOKS & DICKSON. 

“Brooks & Dickson seem to be doing a 
great deal of management this year,’’ the re- 
porter suggested. 

“They have seventcen attractions,” said 
Mr. Morrissey. WO ‘World’ companies, 
Jeffreys-Lewis, Nat Goodwin, John T. Ray- 
mond, Comley-Barton, and for certain sec- 
tions Mary Auderson, Jobn McCullough and 
many others. They are the voungest and 
most enterprising managersin America. Mr. 
Brooks is only twenty-eignt and Mr. Dickson 
thirty. They are the c»miog men for 
music and the drama in this country. They 
touch nothing that they don’t make at once 
and electrically successful. Look at ‘The 
World,’ for instance.“ 

Then Mr. Morrissey got back to tbe com- 
ing play. Ille said: Tne interest of The 
World” centers in two brothers— Clement 
and Harry Huntingford, who are members of 
a fine old English family, proud of its honor- 
able and ancient record. Clement, for some 
heroic service to his brother, involving great 
self-sacrifice, is driven from home twelve 
years before the story opens, and goes out to 
Cape Town to seek his fortune. There he 
assumes the name of Charles Hartley. Har-

HENRY IRVING 
in Hamlet; was onthe stage with him. He 
has long, lanky legs like a pair of ice-hooks— 
no, don’t say that. it’s: too }beastiy vulgar, 
you know, not wsthetic; say something else, 
old boy—you know what. Oh, ves, Irving 
has moments of: greatness; but these 
moments are few. I think, thougb. he is per- 
fectly grand in them. He isnot as great in 
acting as Helen Terry. I believe she is the 
gaeatest actress I ever saw. Henry 
said he would eventually come to 
America; said it was the El Dorado of art ap- 
preciation, and all that.you know, and he was 
sure we would appreciate his ucting, We 
weht 0 Covent Garden, too. Gye gave us a 
box. Gyeis Albani's husband, you kuow— 
dear, sweet little thing named after Albany, 
New York.

It was like 
a cloud falling upon a moonlit sea, if there 
can be anything of that kind.“ 
„The ballet took the cake,“ the reporter 
suggested. 
„No, no- don't say that, my dear boy; it's 
too beastly vulgar, vou know. Say it was 
esthetic. Imagine 100 young ladies, each 
about sixteen and just budding out into blush- 
ing and beautiful womanhood, moving in 
glorious motion and displaying remarkable 
charms of form. There was nothing animal 
or vulgar aboutit; it was beautiful, spiritu- 
elle, wsthetic.” 
Then he wenttosay how he had met in 
Paris Emma Thursby, ‘‘that sweet little 
creature with the whitest teeth, the blackest 
hair and the prettiest features God had ever 
given to woman.” Also how he was sitting 
in the Cafe Anglais on July 2, sipping coffee 
and cognac, which was the swell thing to do, 
vou know, when he heard the newsboys ery- 
ing out: All about P'assassination de le 
President des Etats Unis,’ which is here giv- 
en in French at Mr. Morris- 
sey’s request, and his heart sank 
within him as he read the account of the 
shooting to his paralyzed friends.
